ORDER 

New Delhi, the 16th October, 1990 

S.O.801(E).—Whereas the Central Government is of the opinion that heavier weights than those 
specified in the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Surface Transport No.S.0.416(E) 
dated the 8th June, 1989, issued under sub section (1) of section 58 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1988 (59 of 
1988), may be permitted for vehicles of the type specified in column (1) of the Table annexed to this Order 
in the locality specified in the corresponding entry in column (2) of the said Table ; 

2. Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to sub section (3) of the section 
58 of the said Act, the Central Government hereby directs that the provisions of the said sub section(3) 
shall apply to the said type of vehicles, subject to the modification that in the certificate of registration of 
such vehicles there may be entered that gross vehicle weight and the registered axle weight of any of the 
axles of such vehicles notexceeding the weight specified in columns (3) and (4) respectively of the said 
Table.

3. The above relaxation for the purpose of assigning higher weight limits in respect of the vehicles 
and the operation of the vehicle within the limits of the State of Tamil Nadu as per the recom¬ 
mendation of the State Government of Tamil Nadu is subject to the following conditions 

(i) load restrictions on various roads stipulated by the Public Works Department/Local Authorities 
will be observed and permission of such authorities will be obtained before the vehicle is put on 
the roads. 

(ii) the loaded vehicle will not be allowed to pass over the road structures (bridges and other cross 
drainage structures) on the road network untill and unless the load carrying capacity of the same 
is ascertained and declared safe by the State Government and the transporters will have to 
make their own arrangements to cross the rivers/nallas through bed level diversions eto. as directed 
by the Public Works Department. 
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4. The above relaxation for the purpose of assigning higher weight limits in respect of the vehicle 
and the operation of the vehicle within the limits of State of Tamil Nadu as per the recommendation of 
the State Government of Tamil Nadu, as also subject to the conditions that :— 

(i) the loaded vehicle will not be allowed to pass over the road structures (bridges and other cross- 
drainage structures) on the road network declared unsafe/weak by the State Govt, and the trans¬ 
porters will have to make their own arrangements to cross the rivers/nallas through bed level 
diversions etc. as directed by the Public Works Deptt. 

(ii) The Highways and Rural Works Department is not responsible for any damage that may be 
sustained either by the said combinations or their contents consequent during the transit. 

(iii) Tamil Nadu Electricity Board shah be responsible for all damages caused to the road and the 
road structures eihter directly or indirectly due to the movement of the vehicle and they 
shall be liable for all damages as assessed by the Highways and Rural Works Department. 

(iv) The said vehicles shall be moved without any hindrance to the normal flow of traffics. 

(v) All the necessary warning signals such as red flags in the day time and red lights in the night time 
shall be provided to indicate the extremeties of the vehicles clearly. 

(vi) The grant of this permission to vehicles does not prevent the local offioers of Highways and Rural 
Works Department from regulating or stopping the movement of these vehicles depending upon 
the exigencies of the situations and having regard to the condition of the road and road structures. 

(vii) For such special trips the speed limit shall not exceed 16 KMs/Hr. 

(viii) The concerned Divisional Engineer’s (H) of the Highways & Rural Works Deptt. should be 
informed well in advance and his clearance shall be obtained before moving the vehicle. 

5 The Driver of the vehicle should keep documents containing the permission of the State Govt, 
with Rim while the vehicle is on move for producing them as and when it is warranted. 

6. If the vehicle is to be used outside the State of Maharashtra such an operation will be with the 
prior approval of the concerned State PD/Local Bodies and will also be subject to such conditions as the 
State Govemment/Local Bodies may specify for the safety of structures, roads, bridges, culverts and with 
due regard to safety of all road users, for which the State/PWD/Local Bodies and the Police Authorities 
will be kept dply informed by the operator, every Time the operations are effeoted.
